and patrons of two fashionable shops 
and shooting and slightly wounding 
three persons, he was stubbornly sil- 
ent for a time, but finally talked free- 
ly. Mrs. Mors killed herself, he said; 
the shock and grief "put out his 
lights" and filled him with an Insane 
rage to kill her husband "who drove 
her to it," to kill all those who stood 
in his way and finally to kill him- 
self. 


But fate hid Mors from him and. 


his plan to kill himself was lost in the 
swirl of evente. 


"I was going to kill myself," he 


said, explaining the note found in the 
apartment, "but—I forgot."
